DETAILED ACTION 

Location of Application 

1. The location of the subject application has changed. The subject application is now 
located in Group 1630, Art Unit 1637, and is assigned to Patent Examiner Jeffrey Siew. 

2. The office has made repeated attempts to contact Mr. Lucci which have proven 
unsuccessful. 

Priority 

3. If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 based upon a previously filed ' 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include 
the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. This 
should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the title, preferably as a separate 
paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. The status of nonprovisional parent 
application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) should also be included.

The 
petition must be accompanied by (1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 120 or 1 19(e) and 37 
CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless previously submitted), (2) a surcharge 
under 37 CFR 1 . 17(t), and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was 
due under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The 
Director may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was 
unintentional.

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Double Patenting 



4. The nonstatutory double patenting rej ection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed 
Cir. 1993); In reLongi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective J anuary 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-19 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-29 of copending 
Application No. 08/464953. 

As the reasons stated in paper no. 25, this is a provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection because the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1,3,16,17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matteuci et 
al (WO92/05186). 

Matteuci teach synthetic methdods that utlize modified nucleosides in which the 5 'ortho 
may be substituted withCH2NH2 when (Ral) Rib) are H. Matteuci teach such a compound in 
compound 5 in Figure 1 A.
